7 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That the Board of License
8 Commissioners shall exempt from this Act any current alcohalic beverages license
9 holder that currently conducts an activity that is made unlawful by this Act, under

10 the condition that the exemption will expire when thelicense is sold, transferred,

11 revoked, suspended, or terminated. The exemption under this section does not apply
12 to current license holdersthat did not receive approval from the Board of License
13 Commissionersto conduct activities made unlawful by this Act.

14 SECTION 3. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That thisAct shal take
15 effect October 1, 2004.
